It is with a sense of an honour conferred that I enter 
upon my duties as Rector of your Alma Mater. A long list of 
things, as you know, conspire to make my job a challenging 
one. For myself, I think of the rich tradition which Loyola 
has maintained for more than sixty years, the pressing new 
demands which are being made from her by the Archdiocese 
of Montreal and the Province of Quebec to provide higher 
education for English-speaking Catholics, and the splendid 
record of planning and achievement which Father Lahey has 
left as he takes on new educational responsibilities. These 
are some of the things that make the Rectorship an honour 
with large commitments attached.

CANADA’S NEW 
GOVERNOR GENERAL 


Loyola joins all Canadians and count- 
less European friends in congratulating 
His Excellency Major-General George 
Philias Vanier, Loyola B.A. ’06, on his 
appointment as Governor-General. She 
congratulates Canada, too, on Her 
Majesty’s particularly happy choice. 

Our interest is both intimate and per- 
sonal for Major-General Vanier attended 
Loyola for nine years. Born in 1888, he 
entered Loyola in 1897 and graduated 
with aB.A. in 1906 at the age of eighteen. 
Academically he earned many First and 
Second Honours, including two gold 
medals. Official records show that in 1900 
he was promoted from] toIJ] High through 
a process of acceleration then possible 
at Loyola and much later recommended 
by such eminent educators as Hutchins, 
Conant and others to help the gifted 
student. 

While at Loyola he was Prefect of Day 
Students’ Sodality in Jr and Sr years, 
Vice-Pres. of St.John Berchmans Society 
in Sr, President of Debating Society in 
Sr, and Councillor in Jr. He was Valedic- 
torian of his class in 1906. 

Three of his sons studied at Loyola 
during the ’40s. 

Most of all, perhaps, the key paragraph 
of the September 15th installation ad- 
dress reveals the man. In it the new Gov- 
ernor- General humbly asks God to give 
him ‘strength and wisdom to carry out his 
duties as God would have them carried 
out. That was a proud day for Loyola; 
the fruit of her best teaching, enriched 
by grace and mellowed in the crucible of 
human experience, found expressions in 
the content and manner of the address 
delivered before the leaders of the land 
in the solemn setting of the Senate Cham- 
ber. Major-General Vanier can always 
count on the loyal and prayerful support 
of Loyola men everywhere.
